application as the result of the cancellation of claims 1-11 and 26-93 and the addition of claim

the access receiver has access rights to an older version of the entity or file and deferring the 
sharing of the access rights to the newer version with the access receiver for a period of time, so 
that the access receiver has access to the older version prior to releasing a manage exclusion, and 
upon releasing a manage exclusion, the access receiver receiving access to the newer version". 

Dependent claims are allowable because they depend from base claim.
